MANY BATTLESHIPS ORDERED 


Believed to Bo Largest Single Com- 


misblon Ever Given Out. 


Washington. D. C., March 15.—Con- 


tract* for what la believed to be the 
largest single order for fighting craft 
ever given out by any nation 
were 


placed today by the navy department. 
Private builders undertook to turn out 
four great battle cruisers, and 
nix 


scout cruisers, costing nearly J112,- 
000,000 for hulls and machinery alone, 
and pledged themselves to keep 70 per 
cent, of their working forces on navy 
construction. 


In response to an appeal to their 


patriotism by Secretary Daniels, the 
major shipbuilders have agreed to ac- 
cept 10 per cent net profit on the bat- 
tle cruisers, whose costs will repre- 
sent about $76,000,000 of the total sum 
involved in today's contracts. A fifth 
battle cruiser will be built at the Phil- 
adelphia navy yard so as not to strain 
the limit ot facilities of private estab- 
lishments. 


The builders are besieged with offers 


of merchant work and are getting' as 
high as 50 per cent profit on these jobs 
with more -work in sight than they can 
do. They have placed their facilities 
at tho disposal of ..he government, 
making it unnecessary for the Presi- 
dent to consider commandeering pri- 
vate plants.

PRESIDENT AMAZED AT 
GENERAL STRIKE ORDER 


NOSTATEMENTASTO WHAT STEPS 


HE Will BELIEVE ADV.SABIE 


Washing-ton, D. C., March 15.— 


Word that a. general lallroad strike 
had been ordered to begin Saturday 
night was received by President Wil- 
son tonight with amazement. He had 
confidently expected that the rne-a^-r.g 
between the railroa'd and bi^therhood 
representatives in New York would 
result in some kind of agreement that 
would preve.Kt interference with trans- 
portation facilities at least while the 
nation is on the verge of war. 


No statement was authorized by the 


white house, and all officials professed 
to be ignorant of what the President 
might intend 
to do. Some thought 


that, having- appealed again and again 
to both sides to adjust their differences, 
there was no step left for him to take. 
Others believed 
he 
certainly would 


make some move before the hour set 
for the strike. 


The President is known to regard a,

COMPLETE VICTORY FOR 
ANTl-GERMANELEMENTS 


REMOVES ALL CHANCE OF RUSSIA 


CONCLUDING SEPARATE PEACE 


Washington, D. C., March 15.-—-The 


o\erthrow of the Russian autocracy 
was accepted in all quarters here as a 
complete victory for the anti-German 
sentiment in the empire, removing vir- 
tually all chance of 
Russia 
being 


drawn away from her allies Into a 
separate peace. 


The sensation created by the news 


of the successful revolution, the turn- 
ing out of the ministry and tho arrest 
of pro-Germans was followed by an- 
other>more profound when press dis- 
patches announced the abdication of 
Emperor Nicholas. 
The 
revolution 


was not wholly unexpected, and before 
noon today the state department re- 
ceived 
meagre 
official 
information 


about it from Petrograd 
But the ab- 


dication of the emperor was dumb- 
founding to both official and diplomat- 
ic circles. 


It had been assumed that in spite of 


the belief that the emperor, influenced 
by his German wife and pro-Teutonic 
advisors, was lukewarm or worse In 
support of his allies, he would be per- 
mitted to continue nominally as the 
head of the new government. Neither 
officials nor diplomats could under- 
stand what tho revolutionary leaders 
expected to accomplish by shifting the 
crown. 


According to one usually well in- 


formed diplomat, the Grand Uuko Mich- 
ael Alexandrovitch. proclaimed regent, 
Has been a bitter personal antagonist 
of the emperor jbince the latter re- 
fused to recognize his mauiage to a 
divorcee some years ago. 
Moreover, 


the Grand Duko is said to have op- 
posed the emperor on every public 
question that has arisen.

men, and as they rode were cheered by 
the populace.

TJntH Sunday night this pageant con- 


tinued without serious 
interruption. 


Then in a flash thc -whole scene lost its 
theatric quality; it became a genuine 
revolution.

Groups of students fell into step with 
rough units of rebel 
soldiers, 
and

ragged sheepskin coats covering the 
conventional peasant costume of dark 
blouse and top boots, strode side by 
side with well groomed city clerks and 
shop keepers. 


A Strange Army. 


This strange army of people mus- 


tered on the street corners, shoulder- 
ed their newly acquired 
rifles 
and 


marched out to join the ranks of the 
deserting regiments. 


At nightfall only one small district 


still resisted 
the 
onslaught of th* 


revolutionary forces and the battle of 
Petrograd came to a dramatic conclu- 
sion. 
In the admiralty building th»

few hours the fiercest battle of the day 
continued; the streets were swept by « 
fugllade and the crowds scattered for 
the nearest shelter.

The ex- 
ecutive budget, however, provided for 
the debt service of $12.000,000 high- 
way maintenance of $6,300,000, nearly 
a million dollars transferred to the 
emergency bill and half a million dol- 
lars for National Guard manoeuvers.
